-world  .said  he  kiiew  nothing  about  money.  Mr. 
Dunning  tho  Finance  Minister  of  Caoftda.  de- 
el«Wd»ttw,days  ago  that  he  knew  nothing  about 
Boelal  Credit!  Neither  the  statement  of  Mr. 
Norman  nor  Uie  declaration  of  Mr.  Dunnlnf 
probably  would  stand  under  a  Uteral  Interpreta- 
tion. There  may  br  a  sf-nse  in  which  the  Gover- 
nor doe»  not  undesLand  money,  but  the  confession 
doM  not  Imply  thft  the  eminent  financier  knows 
nothing  at  all  about  money  values  or  the  part 
money  plays  m  tiie  bu»ines.s  of  the  world. 

The  difference  between  the  position  of  Mr. 
Norman  ar.d  thp  pn.sition  of  multitudes  of  men 
la  that  there  are  countless  numbers  of  persons 
who  hare  Uttle  knowledge  of  either  the  nature 
of  money  or  of  money  values  who  believe  they 
•  know  aU  about  money.  The  difference  between 
the  poeltton  of  Mr.  Dannlng  and  the  advocates  of 
'Social  Credit  is  that  the  Finance  MinLster  may 
not  be  so  ignorant  as  he  professes  to  be,  while  the 
•dTocatee  of  SocUl  Credit  profem  to  know  aU 
about  It  and  know  little  or  nothing  at  all  about  it 
Tb»  truth  U  apparent,  now  that  Mr.  Abcrhart. 
although  a  professor  of  the  e»et  seleope  of 
mathematics,  knew  littlr  nr  nothing  about  Social 
Credit  when  he  accepted  the  fad  of  Major  Doug- 
las, adopted  It  as-an  election  slogan,-  won  the 
election,  and  became  Premier  of  Alberta  But 
Mr.  Aberhart  was  more  frank  than  some  of  the 
Social  Credlters  who  write  letters  to  The  Colonist. 
After  he  was  .sworn  into  offlce  he  said  he  did  not 
know  precisely  how  the  principles  of  Social  Credit 
could  be  applied,  but  he  was  ready,  to  experiment 
with  the  theory  of  the  thtog.  under  the  counsel 
of  Major  Douglas. 

The  founder  of  the  cult  either  had  no  confidence 
In  Mr.  Aberhart  or  had  doubts  about  tlip  fp  i.s- 
ibility  of  Social  Credit,  for  he  failed  the  Premier 
in  an  emergency.  Possibly  the  resourceful  Major 
feared  that  a  doubtful  experiment  in  Alberta 
might  fall  and  thu.s  endanger  the  craft  out  of 
which  he  has  made  real  money  by  the  sale  of 
his  books  artd  the  delivery  of  his  lectures.  At  any 
rate,  Mr  Aberhart  has  beon  thrown  upon  his  own 
resources.  He  says  that  if, given  lime  (now  stated 
as  about  eighteen  months)  he  will  proclaim  to 
thf  (•rl•(llllol^^  p<>nplr  of, Alberta  that  Social  Credit 
principles  are  about  to  be  applied  politically  and 
economically,  and  that  If  they  are  paUent  and 
cease  from  erlflri.sm  they  may  ultimately  expect 
Initial  basic  dividends  of  twenty-five  dollars  a 
month.  In  the  meantime  the  orthodox  political 
and   economic   .system   prevail.^,   and   taxes  in 
AlberU.  like  taxes  in  British  Columbia,  are  going 
up  by  leaps  and  bounds.  Contlnuoue  Inc^ases  In 
taxes  undoubtedly  l.s  In  accord  with  the  orthodox 
political  system.    Money  may  be  a  mysterious 
thing,  and  Social  Credit    stlU  more  mysterious 
thing,  but  there  Is  no  mystery  about  taxes  Neither 
li  there  any  mystery  about  where  uxes  are 
drawn  from. 

The  distinguished  leader  of  an  orthodox  Liberal 
dtovemment  once  told  the  people  of  Canada  that 
when  he  became  Prime  Minister  the  people  would 
only  have  to  put  their  hands  in  their  pockets  to 
realize  how  much  richer  they  had  become  by  a 
change  of  government.

REGIMENTATION   IN  SPAKTA 


TBICKf  WITH  NIMm 


The  account  given  by  Plutarch  of  the  reforms 
introduced  into  Sparta  by  Lycurgus  must  nil  the 
breasts  of  modern  agitators  with  pure  Joy.  Lycur- 
.gllS^was  not  the  m;iii  for  moderate  mca.sures  or 
Weik  compromise,  lie  was  thorough-going.  What 
he  aimed  at  was  to  change  the  face  of  the  whole 
commonwealth.  Plutarch  tells  us  that  he  acted 
as  wise  physicians  do  in  the  case  of  one  who  labors 
under  a  complication  of  diseases,  namely,  reduce 
and  exhaust  htm  then  set  him  upon  a  totally  new 
regimen. 

Thi>r«»  wag  jt  the  time  an  extreme  inequality 
among  the  people,  a  great  deal  of  poverty,  while 
the  whole  wealth  had  centred  upon  a  very  few. 
To  expel  arrogance  and  envy,  Lucufgu*  decided 
that  all  should  Uve  together  on  an  equal  footing 
To  accompli.sh  this  he  attacked  the  problem  on 
the  moneUry  side.  All  gold  and  silver  coin  was 
called  in  and  replaced  by  an  Iron  coinage,  such 
that  "to  lay  up  twenty  or  thirty  pounds  there 
was  required  a  pretty  large  closet,  and  to  remove 
it,  nothiilg  less  than  a  yoke  of  oxen."  This  meas- 
ure, we  are  told,  banished  at  once  a  number  of 
vices  from  Sparta.  This  iron  money  would  not 
pass  among  the  other  Greek  States.  They  laughed 
at  it,  and  foreign  trade  ceased.  No  Kold  or  silver- 
smith, engraver,  or  Jeweler  would  set  foot  In  ^ 
country  that  had  no  money,  and  therefore  luxury 
•  wa.sted  to  nothing  and  died  away  '  Even  this 
did  not  satisfy  Lycurgus.  The  next  step  was  to 
compel  everyone  to  eat  In  comn^on  of  the  same 
bread  and  the  same  meat.  It  was  a  planned 
economy  with  a  vengeance.  Perhaps  it  will  be 
better  to  dravy  a  decent  veil  over  the  practice  of 
nudism,  and  companionate  marriage,  and  the 
exposure  of  weakly  infants.  t 

Plutarch  explains  how  Lycurgus  succeeded  in 
procuring  for  his  people  an  abundance  of  leisure. 
There  Is  much  talk  in  modern  times  about  livinu 
the  "more  abundant  life."  How  did  Lycurgus 
solve  this  problem?  He  solved  It  by  forbidding 
the  people  the  exercise  of  "any  mean  or  me- 
chanical trade."  There  was  no  dlflkulty  at  this 
point,  for  Lycurgus  had  thoughtfully  arranged 
matters  so  that  the  Helots  tilled  the  ground  for 
the<  citizens  and  paid  them  yearly  in  kind  the 
appointed  quantity  without  any  trouble. 

Plutarch  also  explains  how  authority  and  due 
stibordlnation  vere  maintained  In  this  planned 
economy  of  Sparta.  "People,"  he  says,  "do  not 
obey  unless  rulers  know  how  to  command:  obedi- 
ence is  a  lesson  taimht  by  commanders.  A  true 
leader  himself  creates  obediente  of  his  own  fol- 
lowers: as  it  Is  the  last  attainment  In  the  art  of 
riding  to  make  a  horse  gentle  and  tractable,  so  is 
It  of  the  science  of  government  to  Inspire  men 
with  a  wUllngncBs  to  obey."  In  several  ImporUnt 
features  the  Spartan  constitution  of  Lycurgus  Is 
hardly  to  be  distinguished  from  the  slave 
economy  of  the  Soelalietle  tenets  of  govemmmt.
